Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


My  report  for  i960  has  a  number  of  features  which 
deserve  special  mention. 

A  rise  in  population,  even  though  it  may  be  due  only 
to  Immigration  and  not  to  natural  increase,  is  always  a 
satisfactory  feature.  A  general  death  rate  and  infant  mortality 
rate  below  the  level  of  the  country  as  a  whole,  a  still-birth 
rate  of  zero  and  finally  a  total  of  14  notifications  of  infectious 
disease  in  a  population  approaching  7*000  can  only  be  regarded  as 
an  excellent  health  record  by  any  standards. 

In  the  face  of  this,  it  is  perhaps  carping  criticism  to 
complain  of  the  low  birth  rate!.' 

I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  help  of  Mr.  Horn 
and  the  other  officials  of  the  Council,  which  is  always  available 
when  needed.  The  interest  and  support  of  the  Committee  is  also 
appreciated.

During  the  year  under  review  Scalby  Urban  District  Council  completed 
22  Bungalows  for  the  aged  and  one  Warden’s  house. 

A  Warden  has  been  appointed  and  circumstances  have  proved  the 
necessity  of  an  electric  warning  bell  system,  which  had  been  installed. 

Housing  development  has  increased  at  a  greater  rate  than  that  of  the 
previous  year. 

Fifty  eight  acres  of  land  have  been  approved  under  Town  Planning  for 
housing  development  within  the  Urban  District  Council. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


Ba.cteriological  examination  and  chemical  analyses  of  water  from  Scalby 
Nabs  Borehole  continue  to  prove  its  exceptional  qualities  from  a 
bacteriologica.l  standard. 

The  Pe.rish.es  of  Bumiston,  Cloughton,  Hayburn  Wyke,  Staintondale  and 
Re.vensca.r  care  now  being  served  by  Sceerborough  Corporation,  in  accordance 
with  the  Moors  Area  proposals,  but  the  water  is  still  obtained  in  bulk 
from  the  Scalby  Urban  District  Council’s  supply.

13  samples  of  water  from  the  Borehole  for  bacteriological  examination 
proved  satisfactory. 

110  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis,  the  major  number  of  which 
were  for  the  detection  of  iron  as  Fe  a.nd  Manganese. 

During  the  year  under-  review  remedial  work  was  carried  out  to  No.  1 

Reservoir. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Borehole  continued  to  give  an  adequate 
supply  of  pure  water  and  appears  to  be  limited  only  by  the  capacity  of 
the  centrifugal  pumps  and  plant  provided. 

New  housing  development  within  the  district  has  required  the 
following  extensions  to  the  water  mains 

New  schemes  completed  during  fiscal  year  267  yards  of  3"  main  serving 
Roman  Way,  Romani  Close  and  The  Green. 

New  schemes  commenced  during  the  year  6 41  yards  of  3"  main  serving 
Hackness  Drive,  King  sway,  St.  Mark's  Close,  Queenswa.y  a.nd  new  road  off 
Hackness  Roa.d. 

Instructions  have  been  given  to  provide  new  water  supplies  to  three 
proposed  private  housing  estates

Lady  Edith's  Park,  Newby  -  200  houses 
Off  Church  Hill,  Sca.lby  -  6  houses 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 


The  tradespeople  continue  to  co-operate  and  our  combined  efforts  to 
implement  the  requirements  of  the  Act  have  been  successful.  Seventy 
inspections  were  carried  out. 

CAMPING  SITES 

There  only  remains  one  camping  site  within  the  area  at  Highmill  Farm, 
Scalby,  for  ten  ca.ravans  and  two  temporary  sites  for  summer  camping  are 
used  by  the  North  Riding  Education  Committee. 

Three  single  caravans,  on  separate  sites,  are  still  in  existence. 

No  extension  to  this  type  of  development  has  taken  place  during  the 
year. 


Twenty  four  visits  were  ca.rried  out. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A  regulo.r  and  systematic  collection  of  refuse  was  carried  out  during 
the  period  under  review  and  no  complaints  were  received  which  were  due 
to  neglect. 

A  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  except  to  outlying  farms  where 
collection  is  fortnightly. 

In  order  to  cope  with  future  requirements  a  Gibson’s  'Pendulum'  18/24 
cubic  yard  diesel,  collection  vehicle  has  been  ordered  and  is  awaiting 
delivery. 

SALVAGE  COLLECTION 

During  I960  we  disposed  of  77  tons  14  cwts  of  waste  paper,  1^  tons 
rags,  2  tons  4  cwts  mixed  scrap,  \  cut .  scrap  brass,  1  cwt.  scrap  lead, 
18  gas  coppers,  3  Yorkist  ranges  and  21  Ascot  boilers,  the  bulk  of  which 
was  collected  during  our  normal  refuse  collection. 

Arrangements  have  continued  with  the  local  schools  end  Roto.ry  Club 
to  take  .any  waste  paper  collected  by  than. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936 


130  inspections  were  carried  out  and  19  nuisances  were  found  and 
abated  Cl  s  Cl  result  of  informal  notices. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


Test  baiting  of  sewers  within  the  area  has  again  proved  negative  in 
as  much  that  no  rodent  infestation  v/as  evident. 

Inspections  and  treatments  were  carried  out  resulting  in  an  estimated 
kill  of  208  rats,  36  bodies  recovered  and  10  mice,  4  bodies  recovered. 

Particular  care  and  regular  inspections  have  taken  place  within  the 
area  in  an  effort  to  implement  the  various  Acts  applicable  thereto.  All 
methods  used  were  those  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,

ICE  CREAM 


There  are  fifteen  registered  premises  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.  No 
unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found  and  sampling  was  carried  out  by  the 
County  Health  Inspectors  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council. 

FARMS 


There  are  twenty  farms  within  the  Urban  Area,  all  of  which  have  been 

visited. 

HOUSING  ACTS 


The  development  within  the  area  is  mostly  residential  in  character 
and  of  recent  origin  and  therefore  no  slum  clearance  problem  is  present. 

Sixty  houses  were  visited  and  eighty  inspections  made.  One  was  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  subsequently  demolished.  Six 
houses  were  brought  up  to  modem  standards  by  means  of  Improvement 
Grant  s . 


MORTUARY 


During  the  period  under  review  the  Mortuary  provided  by  the  Urban 
District  has  been  improved  and  greater  facilities  provided,  including 
constant  hot  water,  exhaust  fan,  extra  cupboard  space  and  miscellanea. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  sewerage  system  within  the  Urban  Area  gravitates  to  a  sea  outfall. 
The  major  portion  of  the  development  within  the  district  is  served  by 
main  drainage  and  only  outlying  areas,  including  isolated  farmsteads, 
depend  on  septic  tank  treatment.
